Sadly redueed form the natlonal and proving 
[newspapers still fnd enough space in the mi 
fot a weller of war news, news from-the for 
Jcorners of the earth, leading articles, specia 
features and such like, to pay a welcome atten- 
fon to that seamy side, all of which goes to 
prove that although bomby may fall, homes may 
he destroyed, women “may punch tickets on 
‘buses, trams ‘and trains, policemen may wear 
steel helmets, girls may fight fires, whole 
families may éleep underground and that many 
more surprising changes may appear as tbe 
[war goes on, fundamentally the average Briton 
y the same'‘as he was in those peaceful post- 
Great War years. There are still family squab- 
‘bles, which make thelr way to various courts: 
for the whole of Britain to read about the next 
morning. Pelty larcenies find their way into 
the columns of the press. Divorce proceedings 
vie with the war news in the boldness af 
[headings and, with a few exceptions, “news 
from home” is still the samo as it was nearly 
two years ago. For instance when a maid up- 
sets ‘the soup and the husband immediately 
follows this Up by rubbing ham in his wife's 
face, it is a story that cannot be pushed out 
Jot the newspaper by even the.most sensational 
war news, In giving judgment in this parll- 
Jeular ease the president remarked that {he 
hhusband had taken part in two wars and had 
equired a somewhat lurid vocabulary. On the’ 
night of the ham rubbing (probably London's 
defences were in action and thousands were 
making their various ways. to shelters) the 
husband and his wife sat down to a dinner 
of hot soup, cold turkey and ham .(not a bad 
repast In war time). Unfortunately, in. bring- 
ing In the soup, the maid tripped and the soup 
went all over’ the floor. The wife suggested 
that they might do without soup but the hus- 
band said not a bit of It and so more had to 
be made. ‘Then he asked why the saueo was 
not on the table. ‘The thing brewed up into a 
first-class row which ended by the husband 
picking up three pounds of ham and rubbing 
Tein. his wife's hair and face and on to her 
neck and dross. Considerably shaken and very 
‘greasy, the wife washed and went to a cinema 
fand, later, to court where she got a separation. 
‘Another story, which received. prominent dis. 
play, concerned three London boys, who found 
2 bomb and wheeled ft home ina push chair 

jer dropping it several times on the way to 
‘see if it would explode. When they got home 
the neighbours were not amused and they sent 
for ‘a disposal squad, who removed it. ‘Then 
only ‘did the neighbours breathe: freely. ‘They 
fot another shock later, however, when they 
found that the bomb had been dropped during 
the last war. In the same Issue a boy was 
accused of highway robbery, women were 
told that they would not be ‘short of frocks 
this year, and the pigce de résistance of all 
the news’ was the fact that in certain districts 
where Allied troops and air force units 
were quartered, young Britons, both soldiers 
and civilians, ‘had had to adopt a foreign 
‘accent of sorts to altract the local girls. Worst 
‘of all, however, was the fact that the girls 
themselves now’ were talking broken English.

Gladys having Jack always in mind apparently 
associates the name with the slang word for 
money, which would account for the persistence 
‘with Whieh he occuples her thoughts. Untort. 
unately there is not sulllcient of the code 
available to enable anyone to work out exactly 
‘what Jack could reply according to the varying 
frames of mind in which he might receive such 
‘a message, but if it is indeed true that every 
‘degree of sentiment is catered for it is possible 
‘that some numbers carry very blistering 
meanings, ‘That would ceriainly be necessary 
if Gladys were a persistent gold-digyer, and 
it may very well be that the postal autherities 
[should at east provide a number capable of 
enabling Jack to use the famous phrase which 
‘was’ used in.

‘Though the ‘Federal Bureau of Investigation 
has got & good line on tho Nazis in the United 
‘States of America and may be. relied upon 
to check thelr activities in espionage and sabot- 
‘age, the inquiry into these subterranean Ger 
‘man activities has nevertheless revealed ramif 
gations. “which have proved surprising. The 
Nazi organization has apparently been divided 
into throo main sections. ‘The first deals with 
the collection of confidential information, Tn 
‘his section the department which Is assigmed 
fo the collection of military information has 
the largest appropriation, because, owing to the 
efficiency of the American -anti-esplonage sys- 
em, this information is the most dificult to 
obtain, ‘The department concerned with obtain. 
ing’ confidential Information ay to American 
manufactures {s only slightly less pald than 
that for collecting military information, show. 
ing, what importance the Nazis attach’ to the 
industrial production which the Lond and Lease 
BI has put at the disposal of the British. ‘The 
next in order of the Nazi system in the United 
States, according to an exposé mode by the 
New York correspondent of the "Sydney Morn- 
is the spy who reports upon 

military and naval movements of the United 
States forces. ‘These are of moro interest to 
the Japanese than they are to the Germans at 
the present moment, and they have. therefore 
been sent by the Nazis to the Japanese au- 
thorities, ‘They represent what is apparently 
regarded by both Germans and Japanese os the 
only contribution the Nazis can make to assist 
thelr Far Eastern Axis. partner. Very largely 
theso reports have turned out to be rubbish, 
singe the American authorities, knowing that 
organized attempts were being’ made to learn 
secrets, have been obliging enough to es. 
{ablish on drganization through which secrets 
ean be revealed—but not the secrots that mat 
ter. ‘The other teg of the Nazi organization in 
the United States is shown to bo a somewhat 
poorly organized rumour-gang, which is told to 
pick up various items of foreign news and. 
posing as persons with inside knowledge, to 
endeavour to twist the interpretation of the 
ews in favour of the Axis. American news- 
Papermen aro, however, s0 well accustomed to 
‘Hiting ie fats of the’ news from the amount 
of drivel that they have daily to peruse, that 
these rumourmongers have mot with ‘very 
Little success. Finally, there is the Nazi sabot. 
‘age corps in the United States. As was proved 
@uring the last war, theso men are dimeult 10 
combat. ‘The activities of this corps extend 
over a very wide Meld, izcluding the spreadinx, 
of ‘anti-American reporis in Latin America, 
‘The headquarters of this corps seem to be In 
the United States, and have so far defled the 
efforts of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
to find them. ‘The close hunt has nevertheless 
proved a distinet deterrent to thelr activities, 
‘and the actions of the Nazjs in Europe have 
themselves proved diMlcult to twist into any- 
thing lke favourable propaganda, ‘The tendency. 
of the Nazis to treat with contempt any sort 
‘of ideal or thought of honour has worked 
against the best of the propaganda which they

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A BETTER BUDGET 
Aprit 9 

When Sir Kingsley Wood, Chancellor of 
the Exchequei, introduced his last Budget he 
‘was somewhat severely criticized for not 
having faced. up to the realities of the situa- 
tion by making proposals for heavier taxa~ 
tion of the people of Great Britain more in 
Keeping with the enormous task of winning 
this war. ‘There may be some who will pass 
the same judgment upon his present Budget, 
but it does not appear that criticism will be 
fully justified, ‘The raising of the income 
‘tax from a basic rate of 8s, Od, in the pound 
to 10s, with a lessening of abatements at the 
Jower end of the scale, and « tightening of 
taxation at the other is a decidedly wise 
move, and if Sir Kingsley had proposed an 
even higher rate it is doubtful whether 
Paliament would have jibbed at it. As it is 
the Chancellor appears to have introduced 
system of graduation which seems to do jus- 
tice all round, and while people drawing 
small wages will have to contribute their 
mite to the cost of financing this war, they 
will not in fact lose their money, but will 
have it returned to them after hostilities are 
finished, ‘ 

‘Phis system of forced savings, for which 
that eminent economic authority Mi. J. M. 
Keynes has been pleading for a long time 
past, runs through the whole structure of the 
income, super and excess-profits taxes, With 
vegard'to the last named the 100 per cent. 
levy has been criticised on the ground that 
companies having to pay it would be in no 
position at the end of the war to engage 
upon the work of reconstruction which will 
then become necessary. ‘That has now been 
met by the proposal that a certain portion 
of the revenue from excess profits tax shall 
be held by the Treasury as a reserve to be 
returned to industry when peace comes in 
order that it may readjust itself to changed 
conditions. It ix consequently gratifying to 
note that the British Cabinet while concen- 
trating upon the immediate business of de- 
feating Germany are taking a long sighted 
view of the future, and making preparations 
against the time when the ravages of war 
‘will have to be repaired in every branch of 
the nation's economic and industrial strue- 
ture, 

‘One other interesting feature of the Gov- 
‘ernment's financial policy is the fact that the 
control of capital issues has created a favour 
able, lending market, which has contributed 
ureaily {0 the success of Government loans, 
‘and has permitted of borrowing at rates much 
below those which prevailed during the last 
war, when interest rose to more than three 
times what the Government is now paying. 
‘The intention of the Government not to pay 
higher, rates of interest is a wise one, for, 
though the post-war financial problems which 
will have to be solved will indeed be serious, 
the policy now followed should serve to keep 
them within bounds, and accelerate the work 
of reconstruction, when the time comes, with 
money at cheaper rates than those which 
prevailed after the last war, 

‘This present Budget, however, clearly de~ 
monstrates to the world at large the sound- 
ness of the British financial system, while 
‘at the same time it is another step in the 
profound changes which are coming about 
in the social structure of Great Britain, There 
is coming into existence a gradual levelling 
of incomes, and the fact that in order to have 
‘a tax-free income of £5,000 a man will have 
to be in receipt of £69,000 per annum, which 
only a few millionaires can possibly make, 
indicates that the lower paid classes and the 
richest have been brought much closer to- 
wether by a system of taxation which en- 
sures that the heaviest burdens shall fall 
upon those best fitted to bear them. It may 
be argued that such a system has the effect 
of levelling down, rather than levelling up. 
‘That Is temporarily true, but in the long run 
it should prove to be precisely the opposite, 
and that when peacp and prosperity return 
the gradual improvement of the lot of the 
lower paid classes will be resumed to carry 
‘on from the point where the advent of ‘war 
stopped it. ‘Thus the present Budget may be 
regatded as but another phase of that revolu- 
tlon which constitutes the whole of British 
history, Financial concepts undreamt of a 
century ago are now being accepted in the 








ordinary course. With them are coming pro- 
found, if slow moving, social changes, and the 
fact is becoming mote and more apparent 
‘that it will be a very different Britain which 
‘will emerge vietoriously out of this struggle. 





HITLER’S PERFIDY 


April 9. 
While the news from the Balkans remains 


‘2 |confused it is impossible to obtain any ac- 


curate idea of what the situation is at pre~ 
sent, but it is interesting to go back over 
the ‘events of the past fortnight in order to 
realize the utter perfidy which has marked 
Hitler's policy towards Yugoslavia. Tt can be 
said now with complete confidence that Ger- 
many intended to march through Yugoslavia 
[whether that country acted up to its Govern 
Iment's signature of the Tripartite Pact or 
not. ‘That the Pact was to be dishonoured 
directly it suited Germany's purpose is quite 
Jelear, and though it was claimed that all 
Yugoslavia was prepared to concede wos the 
[passage of war materials and hospital trains 
through its territory, there cannot be the 
slightest doubt that Hitler intended to use 
‘the better communications through Yugosla~ 
via to their fullest extent. ‘The scheme ap- 
parently was to bring about a revolt in 
Yugoslavia and then send in German troops 
for the alleged purpose of maintaining order. 
Hardly was the ink of the signatures to the

threat that German troops might march into 
[Yugoslavia to maintain order. “So long as 
there is no trouble in Yugoslavia,” the broad- 
east went on, “the German troops will keep 
out, but if the movements of revolt be- 
come a nuisance to Germany she has 
enough military forces at hand to deal with 
them.” ‘Then followed the most significant 
statement of all: “We have no moral right

‘This was before the coup d'état which 
Jdrove out the traitorous Government and 
placed King Peter on the throne. ‘There were 
riotous protests against the signing of the 
Pact but nothing then to suggest that there 
‘was likely to be anything in the nature of a 
revolt, and the indication is quite clear that 
Hitler wanted a revolt in Yugoslavia in order 
that he might march in just as he had pro- 
mised he would not, ‘The passage of war 
material and hospital trains through the 
country was not sufficient. Hitler wanted to 
march his troops down the Vardar  Val~ 
ley, and wanted a direet route to do so right 
through the middle of Yugoslavia. War with 
‘that country was inevitable. If an excuse 
jwere wanted Germany would instigate a re- 
volt, with military assistance if necessary, 
land’ then, under the hypocritical excuse of 
going in 'to maintain order, mareh in and 
seize the country: 

‘Then read the comfortable words which 
the ineffable Ribbentrop addressed to the 
'Yugoslavs on the day of the signature -— 

Germany itself, 1 state this solemnly, has 

neither territorial nor political interesis i 

these territories. 11s presont object Is only 

to prevent a foreign Power from gaining 
control of this area in order to find possibili 
ties there for continuing the European. war. 

Germany's final objective, however, will be 

exclusively to assist in bringing about a new 

order, whieh will appease, by Just and sensible 

‘means, this area so important to all of Europe, 

‘making Its economic possibilities ac: 
Mietting them develop to. the 























There can be no doubt about it. Yugoslavia 
whether she wanted it or not was to be in- 
eluded in the Axis plan, and like the other 
nations which Germany has overrun brought 
into political, military and economic subjec- 
tion to the Germans. That, and that alone 
is what he means in the foregoing quotation. 

But the Yugoslavs were quick to realize 
their peril, and in turning out the Govern- 
ment which had betrayed them, and prepar- 
‘ing to meet the German menace they have 
‘again distinguished themselves as the cour- 
lagoous peoples they undoubtedly are. Hitler 
|would have liked to have seized the country 
‘without recourse to arms. In that he has 
failed, and the unfortunate German troops 
who face the Yugoslavs must pay dearly for 
i, Here then is an example in which the 
Hitlerian policy of penetration by fraud de- 
finitely failed. He is now proceeding to use 
force, but he is faced by strong armies of 
determined men who will do their utmost to 
‘thwart his plans. Hitler has succeeded in 
extending the war, and may have opened up 
‘the avenue which will lead to his defeat, that 
defeat which providence has already so often 
meted out to the perfidious. 





BRITAIN RAIDS REICH 


April 10. 

‘The Germans ire very careful. to keep 
news of damage done by British raiders 
hidden, nevertheless it has been so exten- 
sive that it has proved impossible to conceal 
it all. ‘The latest British raids on Kiel, 
Emden, and Bremerhaven, in which “several 
hundred” planes were used, will make this 
concealment even more difficult. For the 











British are now using a special type of 


that its destructive force is greater than 
anything known before; and also, the growth 
of the Royal Air Force, in spite of the de- 
mands made upon it by campaigns elsewhere, 
hhas enabled the British to begin raids on 
Germany on the same great scale which has 
been favoured by the Nazis since last 
September. Unlike the German raids on 
Britain, the British atiacks are still being 
carefully directed against objectives of 
military importance, in spite of an increas- 
ing outcry in the British Isles that raids 
should be made retaliatory and that the 
civilian population of the Reich should be 
subjected to the same ordeal as has the: 
civilian population of Great Britain. 
British policy is for the present undoubtedly 
the best. The time may come when Ger- 
man moral may be tested in the same way 
as British moral has been tested; and when 
this time comes, it is probable that the 
result will be very different. German in- 
diseriminate bombing has only steeled Bri- 
tain's determination to win, Will British 
bombing of Germany have the same effect 
there? ‘Those who are familiar with the 
German people answer emphatically “No.” 

It is unfortunate for the German efforts 
to conceal the damage which has been done 
to their industrial centres, that consistent 
damage which has been done to their com- 
munications by rail and canal, and the vir~ 
tual impossibility of maintaining safe sea 
‘communications, have foreed them to main~ 
tain extensive civilian air services. A neu- 
tral travelling by these air lines can look 
down upon German cities and see for him- 
self damage which has been done, which he 
would never be able to sec if he were on 
‘the ground, since the whole of the damaged 
‘area would have been roped off. Thus 
authentic accounts of the effect of RAF. 
yaids have been obtainable without much 
difficulty, and the effect has been terrific. 
In Berlin the industrial areas have received 
the worst pounding. Unlike London, the 
shopping centres have been barely touched. 
‘The Nazis took pride in destroying the great 
department stores along Oxford street. The 
British replied by, in the words of a neu~ 
‘val who flew over Berlin, “the RA. had 
blown up half of the enormous  Seimens 
electrical works a few nights before—and a 
few nights later had come back and blown 
up almost the other half, As we flew up 
in the grey morning, masses of smoke could 
bbe seen pouring from different parts of the 
industrial district. Berlin had received an- 
other reminder that war with Britain is not 
child's play.” This was immediately after 
‘a night raid which had kept the neutral 
in a shelter most of the night, along with 
‘members of an Italian mission which had 
been visiting Berlin at the time and, accord- 
ing to the neutral, seemed none too pleased 
fo be yoing through the experience. 

On the flight {rom Berlin to Stuttgart the 
observer was able to see the long stretches 
‘of splendid: roads which are Hitler's pride, 
but he commented that there was not a car 
jo be seen on them. Hitler had built his 
roads, but had stopped people from usin 
them. And he continued : 

“Another time 1 spotted a burning factory. 

1 was lying close toa railway line and you 

could ‘see the yellow spots where the bombs 

had hit; a stretch "of line had completely 
disappeared, while the factory Itself, almost 
foncealed 1h smoke, had most of ft bullings 
imran.” 
This, it should be emphasized is omly a 
beginning. As the great production of the 
Empire and the United States swings into 
the tempo of modern war, the strength of 
Britain's air force will increase. The damage 
which has been done up to’ now will be 
multiplied a hundredfold. With newer and 
ureater bombers, there will be no corer of 
Germany which can escape. ‘The latest 
models of bombers can fly 3,200 miles with 
more than five tons of bombs. Their speed 
is over three hundred miles an hour. ‘They 
are so formidably armed that they can repel 
almost any fighter attack, The Nazis keep 
fon emphasizing that they do not expect to 
‘knock out Britain by means of battles in the 
‘Balkans or Africa. ‘They repeat that they 
will attack Britain in Britain, Their argu- 
ment might well be turned against them. 
Britain, it is true, expects great things from 
faltacks’ upon the sprawled-out Nazi mass 
from any and every quarter. But for all 
that, Britain is not neglecting wlows at the 
[Nazi heart iselt. It is these blows which 
will count in the Jong run, 

















BUDGET RECEPTION 
Aprit 10. 

Further reports on Sir Kingsley Wood's 
latest Budget indicate that it has been 
received by the British public in precisely the 
manner that was expected. City men take 
jit philosophically as buyers and investors, 
jand approvingly as citizens. It would have 
[been strange if they had done anything else 
lconsidering the criticisms that Sir Kingsley 
Jhad to face over his last endeavour to raise 
money for the prosecution of this war. The 
Budget itself is reinforeed by publication by 
the ‘Treasury of data revealing the extent 
‘of the national income documents which are 
reported to be just as frank as the financial 
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high explosive bomb for which it is claimed | disclosures which the British Government 


made to the United States during tho Lend- 
Lease Bill hearings. It is ‘shown now that 
what the proposals of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer amount to.are that the Govern- 
ment will take one-third of the national in- 
come int taxes and expects to borrow an= 
other one-third, meaning in other words 
that Great Britain will live on ‘one-third of 
the national income and devote the re- 
mainder to the prosecution of this war. 

‘The direct effect of this enormous charge 
upon national income, raising as it does halt 
of the Government's domestic expenditure 
from taxes, is that Budget, drawn up by the 
Chancellor’ of the Exchequer with the 
assistance of economic experts, grapples 
‘definitely with the grave danger of inflation 
resulting from the gigantic inerease of .pur 
chasing power created by the huge expendi- 
ture on the war. With the people having 
less to spend, and diverting more to Gov- 
ernment needs it is believed that the danger 
of inflation has been satisfactorily brought 
under control, and that without the applica 
tion of artificial methods which might have 
in the long run defeated themselves. ‘That 
the full burden has been placed upon direct 
taxation has been brought about by the 
recognition that with the schemes to.curtait 
consumption it would be inconsistent to seek 
fo obtain increased revenues from. taxes 
which would naturally be expected to pro- 
duce smaller returns as control tightens. 

Income tax on the earnings of a man who , 
makes no more than 45s. a week means that 
only the very smallest wage earners are now 
freed from the duty of paying income tox, 
though the fact that the 2s, which will be 
collected weekly will be returned to the 
payer after the war means that in truth he 
Is merely being obliged to make a Toan to 
the Government for war purposes. ‘The 
response which has been made to the Gov- 
ernment's appeals for the people to lend 
more for the war ‘purposes has undoubtedly 
bbeen good, and the amounts raised last year 
were more than satisfactory, but the Budget 
now assures that practically every. wage 
fearner in Great Britain shall bg doing his 
Dit one way or the other in financing the 
continuance of the struggle. ‘The Govern- 
ment’s expressed policy of taking all profit, 
out of the war is dictated by wider con- 
siderations than revenue, “A long-sighted 
view realizes that the need for reconstrue- 
tion when peace is secured “makes it im- 
perative that funds should be accumulated 
now to mect the great demands which peace 
‘will make. It is not only a question of 
repairing the damage which has been done, 
Jand will continue to be done to Britain by 
‘German air-raids, but the enormous amount 
‘of money required to change the whole of 
Britain's industrial and economic life from 
4 wartime basis back to the normal one of 
peace, 

All this is being done while the Govern 
ment takes the people into its confidence in 
4 manner which has never before been done, 
even in peace time. ‘There is to be found 
the strength of the British democratic 
system. Tt may be confidently assorted that 
neither Hitler nor Mussolini dare be as frank 
‘with their people. ‘The chances are that if 
the Germans and the Italians were to know 
the hideous financial mess intoz which thelr 
dictators have plunged them, the years of 
misery which are ahead as they seek to 
reestablish themselves, they would be de~ 
cidedly more unpopular than they are at 
the present time. Sir Kingsley Wood has 
presented a Budget which makes the sveat- 
‘est possible demands upon the people of 
Great Britain. Willingly they accept those 
burdens, recognizing the need of them in the 
struggle for victory, and it speaks well for 
the moral of the people that they do so un- 
grudgingly. 














WAR’S NEW TURN

about what appear to be spectacular success 
but which need to be reduced to thelr proper 
perspective.

‘any eventuality. ‘That the situation is serious 
it would be idie to deny but it should be 
borne in mind, as the spokesman at Athens 
is reported to have said, that “it is natural for 
the Germans to get off to a flying start be- 
cause they have been able to choose their 
‘own time.” He goes on to say that “The 
situation is not necessarily bad and has its 
good sides.” 

In Africa the Germans have captured 
Derna and now claim ‘Tobruk. Following 
their expressed intention of last week, the 
light British advance troops have been fall~ 
ing back before the advance of the German 
reinforced Italian forces. ‘They are obviously 
weakened by the despatch of men to the 
Balkans and north-east Africa, The collapse 
of the Italian empire in the latter area should 
have the effect of liberating men who can 
now be transferred back to northern Africa 
whence they were taken after the capture of 
Sidi Barrani, when the British will have taken 
up the defence positions which they had ex- 
pected to use against the Ttalians when 
Marshal Graziani first attempted to invade 
Egypt. Obviously it must be part of the 
British scheme fo avoid battle on the high 
hard ground between Benghazi and Hardia, 
‘and to go back into the desert the 
soft sands of which will undoubtedly present. 
certain problems to the German tanks, ete. 
At the same time it is in the desert’ that 
General Sir Archibald Wavell and his troops. 
are accustomed to fighting and while the 
advent of Germans in strength in northern. 
‘Afriea has necessitated withdrawal probably 
to the original British defence positions, it 
needs to be remembered that the time will 
come when they will be faced with the same 
problems as those which Marshal Graziani 
encountered. He did not succeed in over- 
coming them, and it remains to be seen whe- 
ther the Germans will be in any better case. 











MR. CHURCHILL’S SURVEY 


Aprit U1. 
Some time ago it was announced that Mr. 
Winston Churchill would make statement 
in the House of Commons on the progress 
of the war, and on Wednesday he kept his 
engagement. Tn doing so he made a speech 
which should be read by everyone, for it is. 
‘a calm, businesslike survey of all’ that has 
occurred since he made his last announce- 
‘ment, and stands in striking contrast against 
the utterances which Hitler occasionally in= 
dulges in. Most significant is his reference 
to France and her desire for the passage of 
foodstuffs through the blockade. Mr. Chur- 
chill makes it clear that very considerable 
quantities of food have been allowed to pass, 
out of a desire to spare the French people 
every hardship in Great Britain's power. But 
there is evidence that goods other than food 
have been smuggled through to France, such 
as rubber and thousands of tons of vital war 
material, The Primo Minister points out that 
‘even at the risk of collisions with French war 
vessels at sea Great Britain will enforce her 
rights as recognized under international law. 
Another important reference was to the 
possibility of Vichy being led by dictation of 
Germany to send powerful war vessels, un- 
finished or even damaged from French African 
ports to ports in metropolitan France, which 
are either under German control, or may at 
short notice fall under it. In view of the 
fact that within the last few days Marshal 
Pétain has declared that France was in hon: 
our bound to take no action against her 
former ally, it is to be wondered exactly what 
Mr, Churchill had in mind when he uttered 
warning against any such incident and the 
threat of consequences which would follow 
were anything of the sort done. Tt must 
surely be apparent that if any attempt Is made 
to place,any part of the French Navy at the 
disposal ‘of Hitler,—and it is well known how 
greatly he desires to get hold of it—the: 
British Fleot would most certainly seek to 
destroy it before it fell into his hands. Tt 
would be a very painful business but the 
interests of democracy demand that Hitler 
shall not be allowed {o strengthen his naval 
position by any contributions from Vichy. 
Coming as it does so quickly after the two| 
devastating air-raids on Kiel, Mr. Churchill's 
statement that the RAF. is showing marked 
and continued improvement in strength as 
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raids on a greater scale than ever before, 
using & greater bombing capacity and more 
destructive bombs. “In some cases,” he said, 
“we have already in our raids exceeded in 
severity anything which any single town has 
in a singte night experienced over here.” That 
is indeed saying a lot, and should give satis- 
faction to those who'in face of the wanton 
bombing of non-military objectives in Britain 
have demanded retaliation. That is being 
done now, against military objectives, and it 
may be expected to increase as more and 
more is added to British air power. In this 
connection the ruthless bombing of Belgrade 
after it had been dectared an open town 
‘and the Government had withdrawn else- 
where in Yugoslavia is but another example 
of the loath some methods of the Hun, and 
if a square mile of Berlin—say as large an 
area as that portion of Shanghai bounded by 
the Bund, Avenue Edward VII, Yu Ya-ching 
Road and Soochow Creek—were to be 
‘similarly treated the world would undoubted- 
ly decide that after all the Germans have 
been asking for it. 

‘Mr. Churchill's reference to the Battle of 
the Atlantic is particularly importanct and 
pleasing. He shows that, despite the in- 
creased activities of the enemy, the damage 
inflicted upon the mercantile marine is 
not so heavy as he would have Great 
Britain ond the world at large believe. ‘The 
Joss on balance of one million tons. is 
bad enough, but it is apparent that 
unless the Germans can make actualities 
more in consonance with their exaggerated 
claims the chances of Great Britain being 
able to hold on until the building programme 
in the United States commences to bear fruit 
appear to be good. ‘That should be somewhere 
around the beginning of the year. Mr. 
Churchill still appears to think that Hitler 
might decide to gamble the lives of halt a 
million men or so on an attempt to invade 
Britain, “He dismisses it with the brief sen- 
tence “It is an ordeal from which we shall 
not shrink.” And that is the one fact which 
matters. 








THE PAST WEEK 
April 14. 

When the Germans struck suddenly at 
Yugoslavia and Greece on Sunday, April 6, 
there commenced another of those anxious 
weeks which have at times marked this great 
struggle, ‘The period of anxiety is not yet 
‘over, for the Germans do not yet appear to 
have been held at any place for very lon; 
and there are at present no signs that 
initial impetus of the German attack has been 
diminished. “Actual figures showing the 
strength which Hitler is using against the 
‘Yugoslavs, the Greeks and the British are not 
available,’ It is likely that they do not pos- 
‘sess numerical superiority over the combined 
Allied forces, but the fact remains that the 
high mechanization of the German armies 
‘gives them that superiority which has been 
used so effectively against the Yugoslavs. 
‘The latter, undeniably brave, have not been 
mechanized to anywhere near the same 
degree and that to a very great extent has 
been responsible for the swiftness of the Ger- 
‘man advance into Yugoslavia, After a very 
few days fighting the Germans succeeded in 
forcing their. way through the narrowest part 
of Yugoslavia and have linked up with the 
Ttalians to whom. their advent must be an 
oceasion for something in the nature of a 
sigh of relief,

‘Hungary has followed Italy's example in 
playing the jackal.

There has been nothing to. show that Hungary 
acted under German pressure. ‘The probabi- 
ities are definitely to the contrary, for it 
‘would be a blow to Hitler's inordinate vanity 
if the world were ever to come to believe 
‘that he had asked for Hungarian help, though 
of course, the more nations he can’ get to 
jside with him, or fight on his side the better 
‘he must be pleased. 

In Northern Africa combined Italian and 
German forces have been making headway 
in Libya where the British outposts have 
been falling back upon originally planned de- 
fence positions. ‘There the capture of a num- 
ber of officers of the British staff is about 
the most serious blow of the week, and the 
fact that they have been captured has creat 
ed a universal’ sensation. How they came to 
be where they were will probably not be ex- 
plained until after the war has ended. Pos- 
sibly the greatest punishment they can endure 
at the moment is the knowledge that they are 
now out of the war for good though that 
thought will not tend to mitigate astonish- 
‘ment that so many of the high command were 
in such an advanced position at such a time, 
In north-east Africa the curtain has almost 
‘completely fallen on the short-lived Italian 
empire. Addis Ababa fell on the day Ger- 
many invaded Yugoslavia. Massawa 
rendered to tho British a day or so later. 
The Due d'Aosta with the main remnants of 
the Italian forces is reported to be at Gimma, 
but other sections seem to be retreating in 
different directions, though .thelr ultimate 1i- 
‘quidation seems now to be only a matter of 
a short while. Across all the roads radiating 
from Addis Ababa are to be found British 
troops so that the encirclement of the Ttalians 
is just about complete. 

‘The British success in this theatre of war 
is most important, for it has enabled Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to’ declare the Gulf of Aden 
‘and the Red Sea open to U.S. shipping. ‘The 
‘significance of this is that American supplies 
‘can now be sent direct to the British forces 
in that theatre of war, instead of having to 
‘be taken to Great Britain and there tranship- 
ped wasting a considerable amount of time. 
The route to Suez is still a long one, but it 
can now be covered in quicker time, a very 
important factor when the. strain on Allied 
shipping resources is already very great, 
Convoys will, of course, still proceed through 
‘the Mediterranean, but the provision of this. 
alternative route should prove highly bene- 
ficial to the forces fighting in Africa and the 
‘eastern Mediterranean, 




















THAT NEUTRALITY PACT 


April 15, 

Mr. Matsuoka, the Japanese Foreign 
Minister, now on his way back to his own 
‘country after his European tour brings with 
him a Russo-Japanese neutrality pact the 


to follow the lines of: the ‘non-aggression 
pacts which have been signed so frequently 
in late years, and broken just as lightly. ‘The 
‘Russo-Japanese’ understanding merely pro~ 
vides that the parties shall remain neutral it 
one or other of them is attacked by a third 
Power or Powers, while recognition of the 
mutual situation in Manchoukuo and Outer 
‘Mongolia does no more than regularize on 
Paper a situation already in being. ‘The nar~ 
rowness of the scope of the new pact, and 
the absence of any information as to what 
bargains were made prior to ‘ils signature 
suggests that M, Stalin made no concessions 
regarding Soviet aid to the Chinese National 
Government, and the impression is gained 
that in that’ respect the position, is just. the 
same now as it was when Mr, Matsuoka left 
Japan. 

Reduced then to the simplest terms, all that 
the contracting parties have agreed to do 
is to respect each other's batk door in the 
event of either of them becoming involved 
with some other Power or Powers, while the 
added declaration is obviously designed to 
prevent further outbreak of border incidents, 
If M. Stalin has not driven a harder bargain 
than he appears to have done the fact is of 
the greatest importance as indicating his out~ 
Took on the European situation, ‘The disposi- 
tion of German troops in’ eastern and 
south-eastern Europe has for some time been 
a cause of Russian anxiety, for they menace 
both the Ukraine and the Caucasus, two very 
delectable objectives of Hitler covetousness, 
As this war progresses and the wastage of 
foodstuffs and fuel proceeds, the wheatfields 
of the Ukraine and the ‘oilfields of the 
Caucasus will become all the more desirable, 
and as Hitler's economic situation worsens, as 
it is confidently expected it will, the. need 
to strike out at Russia will become all the 
more imperative. Any move in those areas 
M. Stalin would be bound to. resist. He will 
have no other choice if he is to maintain the 
integrity of his Government and his country's 
territory. 

With Russian borders safeguarded in the 
Far East as they would be by an honourable 
observance of the commitment entered into 
between Russia and Japan, M, Stalin would 
be able to concentrate the whole of the 
Russian forces on the protection of the 
western marches.

Consequently it is to be 
assumed that M. Stalin's position has been 
considerably strengthened, for he is able to 





meet the potential German menace with 
greater confidence than ever before. But if 
Russia is the greater gainer in this latest 
development, Japan does not emerge profit 
less. She has been relieved of her preoccupa— 
tions in the north and can consequently pay 
greater attention to her attempt to liquidate 
the China Incident and devote more con- 
sideration to the furtherance of her policy in 
the Pacific, 

‘The question’ must naturally arise as to 
the exact meaning of Prince Konoye's recent 
statement that Japan would not resort. to 
foree in the development of her policies in 
the Pacific in the light of this change. 
Obviously, the Neutrality Pact to a very 
Jarge degree permits her to do, s. Some 
observers foresee the possibility of Japan 
adopting a firmer policy in the Far East as 
the immediate result, but whether she will 
Ko to the lengths which would precipitate a 
‘war in this part of the world may still be 
doubted. Prince Konoye himself has declared 
that there are no issues in the. Pacifle in- 
capable of friendly settlement, a sentiment 
with which there is very considerable agree- 
ment. In the light of all the facts ascer= 
tainable it would be erroneous to describe 
this new agreement as a diplomatic blow to 
either Great Britain, or the United States, 
for in fact it does:little to change the exist= 
ing situation, and still Ieaves the way open 
for a better understanding between Soviet 
Russia and those two Powers. Neverthel 
it has to be admitted that Mr. Matsuoka has 
served his country well during his mission. 
‘He may not have obtained all he wanted, but. 
the fact that he has secured anything at all 
will, in the circumstances, redound to his 
credit, and the realism of M, Stalin, 

















SPITTLE SERMON 


Aprit 15. 

‘This somewhat unattractive title was given 
formerly to special sermons preached on 
Easter Monday and Tuesday in the Church 
of St. Mary Spital, Spitalfields, London, from 
a pulpit erected for the purpose.» They were 
a survival from the twelfth century when 
the whole of Spitalfields was owned by the 
Priory of St. Mary Spital. ‘The Spital Ser- 
mons became in course of time the Spittle 
Sermons, and thereby lost much of their 
significance, since spital means a hospital or 
almshouse and spittle—well, it is something 
which-the Municipal Council are hoping to 
legislate about, if the bye-law which will 
‘come before the Special Meeting of Rate- 
Payers on Thursday is ever put into force. 
‘The degeneration in the name from spital to 
spittle was not followed by a similar degen- 
eration in the character of these sermons, 
which were later preached in St. Bride's—

less, ‘They are not alone in believing that 
spitting. wards off bad luck or brings good 
luck. ‘The little boy of the west spits on his 
new shilling or sixpence for the same reason, 

But these are the less harmful spitters. 
‘The type which it is hoped will be checked 
by the new bye-law is that which spits be- 
cause it can think of nothing better to do, 
‘They are plentiful. One of them answered 
a remonstrance from. a’ fellow passenger in 
a bus the other day with the retort: “You 
foreigners think it is disgusting to spit, Wel 
Chinese think it is disgusting to blow the] 
nose ona handkerchief and then carry it 
round in our pocket.” Which, if only per- 
sonal tastes were considered and not public 
health, would appear to be a good reply. 
‘The majority of the guilty in this indiseri- 
minate spitting category are not, however, 
blessed with the intelligence to make such 
aretort. ‘They are the Hannibal Chollops of 
this eily, who are not happy until they have| 
surrounded themselves with his magic circle] 
or in their case, semi-circle, since they “are| 
usually so occupied that they must support] 
themselves against some convenient wall. 
Along any street where industry flourishes! 
‘and there are consequently a more goodly 
proportion of lonfers than usual, these magic 
semi-cireles can be seen in numbers, testify- 
ing to the magnitude of the task which the 
police and the Public Health Department will 
be set by the new bye-law. The Council 
should not be discouraged in their effort to 
curb the spitting habit. ‘The educational 
nature of fines has been proved beyond doubt, 
provided the person fined understands why 
he is being punished. This understanding 
may prove difficult to drive into many habi- 
tual spitters’ heads, but that fs no reason 
why it should not be attempted, 





























THE WHANGPOO 


Aprit 16. 

A striking example of how contemporaneous 
historians can go astray is evidenced by Dr. 
Irving S, Friedman, who, in his book “British 
Relations with China: 1931-1939," seoks to) 
cover a great deal of ground chiefly by re-| 
ference to newspaper comment published | 
‘mainly in this country, ‘The book as a whole 
is most readable, and while it is not possible 
always to agree with the conclusions which 
the writer draws from the facts he has ac- 
cumulated, his reference to conservancy work 
in the Whangpoo is just as faulty now after 
the passage of three years, as were the fears 
expressed locally, in the Press and by the 
Jeaders of various local organizations, during | 
the early months of 1938. The salient passage 
concerning conservancy in the Whangpoo was] 
as follows: — 

By April, 1008, it wis seen that ‘the 
‘Whangpoo with its rapld, silt-laden current 
was effecting big changes in the port. 
Wharves were In some cases Imperilled by 
the fast-moving waters while continual 
deposit of water-borne earth was quickly 
making others inaccessible. Cases were re- 
ported in which wharves could only ‘be 
Feached at high tide, where previously they 
were available at the lowest water. The 
normal risks attendant upon bringing large 
‘ocean-foing vessels up to their berths were 
being increased and the fear was. expressed 
that the dangers would inerease to such an 
extent that shipping companies would not 
dare to risk their eraft by coming up the 

All this, of course, was supposed to have 
followed upon the seizure of the Conservancy 
plant by the Japanese, 

‘As a record of the state of mind which 
prevailed at the time the above passage 1s 
undoubtedly correct, but, left where it is, it] 
creates the impression that the Whangpoo 
harbourage has been severely damaged, and 


that to such an extent that it will require} 
‘much money and many years to restore con~ 
ditions to. normal.: Fortunately that has 
Proved not to be the case. It is true that, 
as a result of the cessation of dredging, silt 
had accumulated in the vicinity of certain 
privately owned wharves. That was parti- 
cularly the ease where the wharves in ques- 
tion did not reach out to the normal line, but 
even here such margina} siltings had had an 
effect similar to training work, concentrating 
the main- flow of the river in the fairway, 
and thus maintaining the necessary depth. 
‘There may have been some narrowing of the 
fairway, but the fact that the largest of| 
ships using” Shanghal as a port of call can 
‘come up the river without any difficulty 
whatever clearly indicates that the fears 
which were expressed in the spring of 1938 
have not been justified in the event. 

‘That failure to continue dredging uninter- 
ruptedly did have some effect upon the river 
has to be admitted, but far from anything 
catastrophic having occurred, the fact is that 
nothing of the sort has happened, and that 
in some places conditions have ‘been im- 
proved. This answers the allegation by Dr. 
Friedman that “Although no accident had 
‘occurred, it was recognized by the spring of 
1938 that the danger was inereasing each 
month.” Looking back, it is clear that there 
was indeed a very real fear in 1938 that 
Shanghai was faced with a rapid deterioration 
of its harbour. ‘That anxiety was freely 
expressed in shipping and commercial circles. 
‘That it was very real is evidenced by the 
representations which were made by local 
bodies to their home governments, and the 
attempts which were made to persuade the 
Japanese authorities to permit the recom- 
‘mencement of conservancy work, 

But it is now a matier of history that 
Shanghal’s harbour did not suffer in the man- 
ner anticipated, and it is perhaps unfortunate | 
that Dr. Friedman should have given the 
impression to the contrary. ‘The fault seems 
to lie in the fact that in compiling his most 
interesting book he was obliged to rely so 
greatly upon the foreign Press in China. 
With all the best intentions in the world 
newspapers are after all mere ephemera, and. 
while every effort is made from day to day 
{o check the accuracy of the news they pre- 
sent, their contemporaneous findings need 
always to be reviewed in the light of sub- 
sequent events. Doubtless it would have been 
possible for the author to have ascertained 
the truth of the present situation by a little 
enquiry, and it is to be regretted that this 
‘was not in fact done, but Dr. Friedman may 
rest assured that Shanghai's’ port facilities 
have suffered no serious deterioration, and 
that they are ready to handle the cargoes 
of the future,—when peace brings about the| 
possibility of ‘a general resumption of trade, 
—with the same readiness which marked the 
bukiness of this elty prior to the disaster 
which befell it in 1937.

Practising Invasion

bour works and docks and to take prisoners, 
‘The French Atlantic const has been divided 
into divisional training centres each of which is, 
Jocated in an area where there are one of two 
[small French fishing villages from which local 
feratt and French seamen are drawn to teach 
the Germans elementary seamanship, much 
Jagainst their will, ‘Big barges are cut’ in two 
to make tank floats and these are hidden in 
special bases. For infantry. training smaller 
leraft are used.

‘operations nearing completion, it was 
believed that 30,000 Chungking troops 
are facing annihiation, 

Tn-two days, the Japanese eaptured 
five trench mortars, 18 light machine 
uns, as woll as 102 prisoners, ‘The

“rhe annual general meeting of the 
China Association (Shanghai Branch)

I like to feel, and I 
know that you will share my opinion, 
that carrying on out here is not mere:

erial interest. It is, moreover, very 
‘conclusive evidence of our confidence 
in the ultimate vietory of the British 
Empire.

1 Germany cun repeat her victory 
In France. then everything will be 
all right for her, since a landing on 
British soll and the southward move 
by the Japanese may eventually 
become facts, but if the Allied 
forces can establish themselves, 
firmly in the Balkans and prefer 
to fight a long war of attrition then 
the Axis offensive may prove dis 
astrous, 

‘A-war of attrition will make it 
impossible for the Axis Powers 0 
preserve thelr “granaties in the 
Balkans, It will also defeat their 
idea of invading Britain, break tho 
patience of Turkey and the USSR.

‘The strike was first declared at the 
Czthay Mansions on Friday afternoon, 
afler the management had dismissed 
two lift boys on grounds that they 
were really over normal staff require- 
ments, doing only three and a half 
hours’ duty a day. As soon as their 
dismissal had become known, all the 
‘employees informed the management 
hat they would strike unless the two 
hnien were reinstated, 


‘They were then informed that this 
‘would not be done. When the ems 
ployees struck, the management im- 
mediately engaged two telephone 
girls from the Shanghal ‘Telephone 
Co. to operate the switchboard. and 
‘two persons to run the lifts 
Yesterday morning, the strikers in 
foimed the management that they 
were willing to negotiate for terms, 
Gvopping ther demands about the lift 
boys. At the same time, kowever, 
they’ asked for an increase in pay 
‘ond living allowances “to save their 
face." ‘Their overtures, - however, 
were not accepted by the manage* 
ment, who stressed the point that the 
staft'of the Cathay Mansions was. 
olready receiving about 40 per cent. 
pore than employees of other hotels. 
‘The employees of the Cathay’ and 
Metropole Hotels continued with thelr 
Work ag usual until about 5.30 p.m. 
when the servants of the former est- 
oblishment informed the management 
that they would also strike unless the 
demands of thelr colleagues at the 
Cathay Mansions were accepted. 


Motel Staffs Walk-out 
‘The management answered that if 
they desired to strike, they would 
ot hold them, pointing out that they 
did not want to be run by their own 
employees. ‘The entire Chinese staff 
then walked out, leaving the hotel 
absolutely without help This forced 
the management to elose the bar and 
the ‘Tower. Lift service, however, 
continued with engaged help. 

Close en the heels of the employees" 
walkrout at the Cathay Hotel, the 
management of Cathay Hotels’ Lid. 
aeceived a communication from the 
Chinese employees of the Metropole 
Hotel which slated they would also 
have to leave their work. The 
servants were asked if they wanted| 
to leave, and the majority answered 
im the negative, saying that they tad 
fo do so since the others had chosen 
the way. 

‘An. official of the management 
stated yesterday that they were not 
worried about the strike, since they 
wore overstaffed and the dispute 
‘would allow them to dispense with 
the services of the untequired 
clements. He also added that the 
‘strike at the Metropole Hotel was) 
ot wholehearted, about half of ser- 
Yants romaining ‘in to serve diners. 
‘The majority, he said, lived in the 
building and wanted to’ continue with 
thelr work. 

Te was believed yesterday that the 
sirike was being Backed by political 
influences. since the majority of the| 
strikers had little wish to leave their 
\ork. . The management of the con- 
cern siated most emphatically yester- 
cy that they would not negotiate on 
the terms proposed by the strikers.

Many Drowned in 
Junk Wreek 


‘Shanghai, Ape. 14, 

While on their way to Shanghai 
trying to cke out a living in this 
overcrowded city, seeing that it is 
impossible for them to do so in 
Ningpo where the cost of living is 
sald to have also been increased 
tremendously. more than 100 nalives 
of the famous east Cheklang district 
were drowned when a junk carrying 
them across Hangchow Bay sanic an 
the face of high wind. ‘The tragedy 
‘oceurred on April but the informa 
tion has only just been received by 
Ningpo circles in Shanghai. Relief 
measures are being carried out by the 
Ningpo and Shaoshing Residents 
‘Association in Shanghai. 

‘Tho mishap may be considered 
direct result of the blockade around 
the ‘Cheklang coast, for Chinese 
cireles point out that if there are ships 
Jon regular runs between Ningpo ond 
Shanghai, natives of Cheklang who 
wish to come to this city will not 
take the trouble of travelling by land 
and then by boat across Hangchow 
Bay. ‘They have (o travel in a round- 
about way to this city through 
‘Antung, Kinshan or Chapu, 


Wreckage Discovered 

‘The wreekage of the junke was frst 
discovered by natives of Kinshanchix 
‘who sa scores of persons clinging 10 
it erying for help. Losing no time, 
they secured enough small junks and 
sampans to sail to the wreckage and 
pleked up more than 40 travellers 
Wwho had. been drifting above water 
for many hours.

Record Numbers 


Visit Museum 


Shanghal, Apr, 11. 

During the month of’ March the 
Shanghai Museum (R.AS.), which is 
fone of the Royal Asiatic Society's 
major activities and is. situated at 
20 Museum Road, scored a new re- 
‘cord in the number of visitors that| 
passed through it. ‘The number was 
18738 for the month, which was near- 
y $00 more than the previous high- 
fest figure, registered in May, 1929, 
The number of people using the 
reading room attached to the society's 
Uibrary also reached -a record with 
1263, for the month. 

‘Some interesting riew exhibits have 
recently been set up in the Museum, 
amongst which is @ case showing the 
three forms of doves that occur in 
the Shanghai area, namely, the com- 
‘mon spoited-necked dove, which is 
‘an all the year round resident and 
frequents gardens and housetops even 
In the down-town area; the Oriental 
turtle-dove, which occurs in the sur- 
rounding country, but, being a mige 
ant from the north, is more plentiful 
in the winter that during the sum~ 
mer; and the little Indian or Burmese 
red ‘dove, ‘which is only a. summer 
visitor, breeding here and going south 
for the winter, 

Another case contains the nests, 
with mounted specimens of thelr 
builders, of the penduline tit and the 
white-eye. These were kindly pre-| 
sented by Mr. E. S. Wilkinson, well 
‘known local ornithologist. who secur. 
‘ed them from Mukden in Manchuria 
and Weibaiwei in Shantung. respec- 
tively, the penduline tits’ nest through 
a friend. This is in the form of a 
bag, with a round opening near the 
top. hanging from the end of a twig 
of the birch tree. Tt is made of varl- 
us soft materials closely woven to- 
gether, and, in comparison with the 
size of the bird that makes it, is an 
enormous affair. The white-eyes* 
nest, on the other hand, is small and 
cup-shaped, being loosely built and 
suspended between two twigs. 

Interesting to Anglers 

Anglers will be interested in two 
cases containing large fish captured 
by sportsmen in China. One of these 
is Mr. Hans Berents' record thread- 
fin, taken on a Tight rod by him last 
September. at Reitaiho, Tt weighed 
30 "Tb. 10 oz. and_measured 42% 
inches in lengyh. ‘The other is 
specimen of the so-called gan-yu, 2 
large fresh-water member of the earp 
family thot Tooks and acts more ike 
salmon. 

Recently the contents of many of 
the cases in the Museum have been 
rearranged, with numerous extra 
labels and ‘explanatory notes for the 
sake of students, ‘The porcelain and 
Pottery pieces in the Museum have 
been arranged so as to show the pro- 
fressive evolution in the ceramle art 
of China from the earliest times to 
the present doy, covering a total 
period of several thousands of years 
‘The earliest piece’ is a burial urn, 
from the extreme north-west of China 
representing the painted pottery of] 
from 3,000 fo 5.000 years B.C. known 
ar the Yang Sheo ware. Hon, Tang 
‘ond Sung pottery are also represent 
ed, as well as Sung, Ming and Ch’ing 


3) porcelain. 


‘The Museum also Zontains examples 
of Shang Dynasty bones, tortoiseshell

graphs of that peridd, which are the 
earliest known forms of Chinese 
writing. and date back to 1776 BC.

Lighters landing cargo, on jetties 
in Hongkew or Soochow Creek with- 
out payment are attacked by organiz- 
‘ed gangs of wharf loafers who oc- 
‘cupy the whole jetty front, and the 
ships, together with thelr cargoes, are 
Femoved elsewhere. Pontoons on the 
Bund, however, have so far been 
comparatively free from the activities 
of this organization, 

‘Tho squeeze demanded amounts to 
fas much as 10 cents or more for each 
bag of rice or bale of cotton trans- 
ported, although a flat rate of $5 per 
boat, ‘regardless of the amount of 
argo on board, is accepted. Shippers 
inform the headquarters of the or- 
anization in the hotel of thelr move- 
‘ments, and pay in advance to save 
themselves from interference. 

‘The big Chinese shipping hongs, 
who undertake to ship any kind of 
koods from place to place along the 
river, contract small independent 
boutmen to actually transport the 
woods, ‘They pay the squeeze for the 
oatmen, and in turn add it on to 
thelr rejular bills under some false 
title, such as “extra coolio Tire.’ 

‘Under the central organization 
there are a number of different 
gangs, each dealing with a certain 
type of cargo. So well is the racket 
organized that they never cneroach 
on each other, ‘They have, apparent 
Jy, an excellent system of obtaining 
information, knowing every detail of

Operating for Over One Year 

‘Tho organization has been operat 
ing successfully for over onc. year, 
although from. the outbreak of 1037 
hostilities until 1990 i, had worked 
ina smaller way. Conditions on the 
river however, went from bad to 
worse during 1040, little or no con~ 
trol being oxereised, with the result 
that the racketeers were able to

‘The new regulations are 
so strict that even those who smoke 
opium for the first time will be 
sentenced to prison terms ranging 
between one year and one year and 
six months,

King on February 13, but the courts 
in Shanghai only Feceived the orders 
recently. The courts have notified 
‘he police prosecutors in regard to 
the new legal procedure, ‘The chiet 
yeason for changing the old regula- 
tions is that the new rogulations are 
so rigid that they should eventually 
Hla ‘the country of “opium smokers, 
Mew opium smokers will be jiven 
prison terms and no fnes are allow- 
td, ‘The rich cannot therefore escape 
Dunishment even if they are able to 
provide the money for flnes, 

‘Those who open oplum-smokins. 
houses or engaged In. transporting 
opium or planting poppy. will be 
sentenced to either life imprisonment 
‘or death. ‘Those smoking heroin and 
Fecelvingg morphine Injections wiit be 
zentenced to 12 years’ imprisonment 
‘or even death, Chinese circles be- 
Hove that the new laws will be a 
serious blow to all opium addicts in 
‘Shanghal, whose number has be 
greatly increased following the with- 
drawal of Chinese authorities from 
this city. Despite the fact that opium 
as almost as highly priced as. gold 
Higelf these days, probably due to 
dimculties in. transportation and to 
the strlet prohibition of the planta- 
tion of the poppy in the Chungking

Tt a civilian (which is the case of 
‘Mr, Egal) gives his assistance to a 
jdeserter from the army, the maxi- 
mum penalty provided in such case, 
articles 205 and 321 of the. Military 
Law of “Justice Maritime Militaire” 
of Sune 4, 1858, and May 18. 1875, 
ie imprisonment of two months 10 
five years.

Tax Reforms: 
Some Suggestions 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Cmana: Dasty News" 

Sm—The undersigned has submit- 
ted fo the “Special Committee to 
Investigate inequalities of taxation” 
and to the Committee to investigate 
new sources of taxation somo sug- 
gestions. In view of the coming rate- 
payers’ meeting he thinks it op- 
portune to publish some of it. Though 
Fesiding here only two years, he 
thinks himself qualified to write on 
taxation matters, firstly "having 
studled the state of this town from, 
the first moment of his arrival, 
[secondly having been for 20 years 
fan expert on taxation and a Wwell- 
known writer, 

"Though 1 have some objections 
‘against the report of the special com- 
mittee I accept the recommenda- 
tions given by it. provided that they 
are introduced immedietely. For the| 
time being, this is the best, but for 
the fulure, there must be also a 
reform of” the General Municipal 
Rate in the framework of a tolal 
taxation reform. 

‘Two ideas are the foundation of 
my suggestions: 

1, to enlarge the possibilities of! 
taxation for the Council: 

2. {o give the Shanghai taxation, 
sysiem a social feature. 

‘Tho first is necessary due to the 
increasing expenses of the council 
‘and the eternal deflelency. Also it will 
not be. possible to increase  the| 
Fevenuo in the simple manner of the| 
‘past where only the stamp put on 
the bills for the surtax was changed. 
‘The second fs a necessity because 
the high cost of living forces us to| 
take the taxes from that part of the| 
community which is the best able to| 
pay them and not to take them from 
those who are already. starving. 

T sum up my suggestions for the| 
reform; shortly: 

4, the General Municipal Tax shalt 
bo 'redueed for houses at a rent of 
Jess than $100 to 22 per cent. instead | 
of 878 per cent now. This deficit 
‘shall be Compensated by the reassess-| 
ment of the owner-occupied houses. 

2 tax on gold bars, $2 for buyer| 
‘and seller each per bar. This would) 
bring about 1,5 millions per year, 

3, a tax on the turnover of the| 
stocie exchange of 2 1/2 per mille. 
‘This has beon declared reasonable| 
by brokers. Tt would bring about 
six millions per annum. 

4, a taxon cotton yarn, $1 per 
bale would bring about one million 
per annum. 

‘5, licences on _silkmerchants. 
furtiers, jewollers, milliners _ ete. 
(only for first class) from $50 a 
month up, would bring about two| 
to three millions a year, 

‘Against that T suggest the abolition| 
of all licences on bakeries. dairies. 
other foodstuff industries and a de-| 
creasing of the Heence on bicycles— 
from $ 12 to $1. All this would bring 
a defelt, of only 0,7 million. 

By this way, I'hope tho Couneit| 
would get a firmer foundation for its 
Ananeo and would find a more| 
satisfied population.

Sm=—Ever ‘since the formation of 
the ‘Tripartite whieh joins Japan's 
invasion of China in the Far East 
with Germany's moves against the 
interests of Great Britain in Europe, 
talks about a possible Sino-British 
alliance have been rampant. ‘The 
‘more so, when Japan's ambition fo 
southward expansion becomes more 
apparent, and. the cooperation bet~ 
ween the Axis Powers becomes 
closer with Matsuok's visit, 1t seams 
that China and Great Britain are 
fighting the same enemies. British ald 
consolidates China's resistance against 
Japan and can hasten China towards 
the way of viclory, while the Chinese 
war of resistance, if successfully 
carried on, reduces the threat on 
British interests in. the Far Bast, 
‘Theoretically, an alliance will in. 
‘erease concordance and be of benefit 
to both countries. 

‘However, this assumption is_truc 
only when we are sure that China 
will be the more united and the more 
Aclermined to Nght wholehcarledly. 
Are we s0 sure of that? Frictions

ing. With the inetease of foreign aid, 
those in power consider that they: 
Jnave more strength at their disposal 
to suppress their opponents, No 
advance has been made recently 
towards democracy which is the only 
j bulwark proventing political leaders 
from workin for selfish party con= 
cerns. Today, people begin to say 
that China will continue to ght on 
in order not to disappoint the de- 
moeracies. ‘This means, that, to ¢on- 
tinue the war is no business of 
China's own, but that, of the demo- 
Teracies. China continues to fight 
Docauise she doos not want 10, disap- 
point, the democracies, not because 
she docs not want ‘to disappoint 
herself and her own people.. ‘This 
tendency to devolve the responsibility 
of carrying the war upon the de- 
mocracies will no doubt be aggravat- 
ed after, the prospective alliance Is 
signed. Then “it will become a 
‘one-sided matter in which Great 
Britain will sacriftee much and gainr 
nothing. 

‘Moreover, somehow or other, the 
USSR. who lavishly gives aid to

Still the facts of the surrender, as 
related by M, Reynaud the French Premier, 
looked pretty bad. 

‘Now ‘a-pamphlet has been published by 
M, Emile Cammaerts, Belgian writer and 
historian, which suggests that M, Reynaud 
must have been badly: misinformed (as he 
‘may well have been) when he announced 
that King Leopold had capitulated without 
a word of warning to the French or British. 
M. Cammaerts says that German break 
through at Sedan put the Belgian Army in 
‘an impossible position. ‘There are docu 
ments to prove, says M, Cammaerts, that 48 
houirs before the surrender King “Leopold 
warned both London and Paris’ that the 
Belgian plight was desperate, One day 
ater he’ told the French that “the limits 
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of resistance have very nearly been 
reached.” The decision to surrender was at} 
onee communicated to British and French 
HQ and passed on by qvireless to General 
‘Weygand. M. Cammaerts also urges that 
the resistance of the Belgian Army largely 
helped the British to escape at Dunkirk.

One wonders 
what would happen to ‘anyone nowadays 
who wrote-a review like Macaulay's essay 
Jon Robert Montgomery's poems.

‘Apr. 3—It_ must be Cherry-blossom day 
today, the single-lowered species are. a 
wonderful sight ond ay the flowering peaches 
re also in bloom, our gardens are looking 
splendid. Prunus subhirtella, as the single 
flowering cherry is known to botanists, isin 
‘our opinion, the most beautiful of all: we agreo 
that individual flowers on the double flowering 
Varieties that will be blooming shortly, are 
‘moro altractive, but an established tree of the 
single typo provides us with a pleture that 
is dificult to equal: they are very floriferous, 
the trees boing literally, “snowed. under” with 
‘blooms, thousands being open at the same time 
‘and if the tree has the benefit of an evergreen 
background, it is able to show its beauty to 
the best advantage. ‘The flowers appear so 
‘delicate; much too delicate to withstand heavy’ 
rain and wind, and if a storm pays us a visit 
their life may 'be short. However, this should 
not discourage us and make us decide to plant 
nother tree instead, for many of our Spring- 
lowering trees have short flowering period 
‘the white Magnolia, for instance, did not remva 
in flower nearly as long as we would have 
wished it to add its charm to the garden.

We had a “previow" of 
the garden on Friday last, it was really beaut. 
ful: lowering peaches were 

the masses of “Temple of Heaven’ 
wild in the woods (real “blue bell” effects) 
were worth going a long way to see. The cor- 
Feet name of the Jatter plant has been the 
Subject of much discussion for many years: 
but we doubt whether jt had been named 
(botanically speaking) until a few yoars ago. 
It is a member of the wallflower order 
(Cruciferae) and was known at one time as the 
“Hongkong. blue*wallflower.” It has also been 
referred fo ay one of the hedge mustards 
(Erysimum sp). One of the most observant of 
our local garden enthusiasts visited Kew 
Gardens a few years ago and he informs. us 
that he saw the plant labelled Oryehophragmum 
violacea in that place: we have, therefore, to 
gccept that name as correct, A ‘bed of “Baby 
blue eyes” (Nemophitla insignis) first attracted 
our attention in Mr. Keswick's garden, This 
native of California is one of the most charming 
of our early flowering annuals and we have 
never scen a bed looking more attractive than 
the one close to the bridge, visitors simply have 
to walk across the lawn’ to inspect it closer. 
We also saw a fine collection of Natelssus, 
many choice kinds being planted all over the 
garden together with the Grape Hyacinth, We 
‘admired the tree foliage colour schemes “once 
‘again and if we were asked to choose the best, 
we should certainly vote for the group on the 
East side of the garden where Photinias, with 
their different coloured leaves are grouped to- 
gether with the purple-leaved Cherry-Plum 
(Prunus Pissardii) and ‘several maples and 
Dovewood shrubs, in front of huge Cryplomerin 
frees and flanked by a large cedar, A_ fine 
specimen of the Judas tree or Red Bud (Cerels 
chinensis) helped in the general affect as well 
‘as several clumps of ‘Temple of Heaven and 
Daffodils. The Judas trees are most attractive 
at present, their leafless branches being covered 
with “small purplish-pink  peaclike flowers, 
Single and doubleflowered Kerrias were 
brightening up many corners of the garden and 
taking the place of the forsythias, whieh are 
now past thelr best, while many ‘Illacs were 
flowering in the least expected places: one of 
the shrubs had both the white and purple 
varieties grafted on to the same stock, Califor. 
rnin Poppies (Eschscholtzia californica) were 
flowering Jn the Old English garden together 
with the double-lowered red “Anemone, this 
plant is making a fine show in many dardens 
these days and it is worthy of a place In_all 
corms are ‘very reasonable Jn price in the
